stomach ulcers ever completely 
heal? 
A — Early warnings signs of 
stomach cancer are strikingly 
absent. The first sign may be 
a loss of appetite. Late in the 
course there may be mild ab­ 
dominal distress but rarely any 
severe pain. Stomach ulcers can 
be cured but unless the under­ 
lying cause is discovered and re­ 
moved they are very likely to 
recur.

A minority of American college students have 
yet to learn that members of the "older genera* 
tion" are willing to lend them an ear but refuse 
to surrender it. 
Practically lost in the tumultuous confusion 
that goes with campus militancy and violence is 
the veracity of some of the protests. 
The overriding factors become the power 
struggle, vicious tactics employed by students 
and countertactics used by authorities. 


VIOLENCE SHAKING San Francisco State 
College is being precipitated by a small fraction 
of the 18,000-member student body. The institu­ 
tion was forced to dose briefly by the protest­ 
ing minority which denied thousands of other 
students the right of attending classes. 
Protesters and demonstrators ostensibly are 
crusading in the name of freedom, Justice, 


Caught Flat-Footed 


For years pedest rians have criss-crossed 
downtown Salem streets, with nary an objec­ 
tion from police. Perhaps a third of the popu­ 
lation violate* the city ordinance that prohibit« 
jav-walk ing. 
Suddenly, police are walk ing a “beat” and 
admonishing individuals for not crossing at 
regular intersections. The advice is good and 
designed to provide a greater margin of safe­ 
ty for the pedestrians against vehicular traf­ 
fic. but the warnings would have been better- 
accepted if the public had been given advance 
notice. No one lik es being "yelled at” when 
he isn’t aware af being guilty 
of any miscon­ 
duct. 
Police Chief Martin Lutsch should maintain 
a better line of communication with the pub­ 
lic. It hurts the image of his department when 
he doesn't. 


equality and civil rights but their actions de­ 
stroy their argument. 
They are violent, loud, profane and are intent 
only on one thing, to mak e themselves heard — 
even if it means grinding the rights of others 
Into dust. 
Then there are those who protest against any­ 
thing and everything. 
A few days ago, about SO members of the Stu­ 
dents for a Democratic Society (SDS) took over 
a room at New York University where Nguyen 
Huu Chi, Saigon's permanent observer to the 
United Nations, was about to speak . Ihey 
forced him to leave after throwing a pitcher of 
water on him, hitting him with an egg and 
draping a Nazi flag across his chest. 
After that rampage, later described by NYU 
President James M. Hester as "barbaric,” the 
group used a couch as a battering ram to k nock 
down an auditorium door where New York 
Times editor James Reston was addressing n 
gathering of about 500. 
The intruders hurled obscenities at Mr. Res­ 
ton and paraded on the stage forcing him to 
end his address and leave the building. 
Are these punk s the guardians of free 
speech? Are they offering their mode of behav­ 
ior as an alternative to that ex isting in society 
today? 


TWENTIETH CENTURY society, with all its 
weak nesses, is not about to buy the philosophy 
of these throwbaek s to the Stone Age. 
The right to dissent is held dear by Ameri­ 
cans. But that right should not be interpreted 
as a license to use any conceivable methods to 
promote dissenting views. 
Such an ideology carried to its ex treme is the 
controlling factor that addles the brain of an 
assassin and deprives a country of a presdient, 
a civil rights leader and a senator. 
It cannot be tolerated. 


Looking at Aggression 


One of man’s greatest problems, possibly his 
greatest challenge, is to learn to control his ag­ 
gressions. 
On an individual basis this is more difficult 
for some than for others. 
Since the beginning 
of man’s discernment, ha 
has observed that some of his k ind are relative­ 
ly placid while others are quick on the trigger. 
Some are calm and pleasant while others are 
fiery and ex plosive. 


SCIENCE RECENTLY HAS FOUND that in 
the male of the specie a specific arrangement 
of the chromosomes tends to account for the 
more aggressive individual. It is a condition, a 
part of his nature, which such an individual 
brings with him at birth. 
When the aggressive individual tends to act 
aggressively, he frequently cause the normally 
nonaggressive person to react. Usually the re­ 
sponse is either the use of force or submission. 
Too seldom is the aggression contained or al­ 
layed with words and sweet reason. 
A current case in point is the situation involv­ 
ing Dr. S. I. Hayak awa, acting president of Saa 
Francisco State College. 
Dr. Hayak awa is an ex pert in the field of *•> 


mantics, the science of the meaning of words, 
which has as its goal better communications 
and understanding between people. 
Helping people to understand one another bet­ 
ter and thus reduce their aggressive tendencies 
is a difficult task , especially when they use the 
same words but have different meanings for 
them, such as — lustice. morality, truth, etc. 
But in Dr. Hayak awa's case, he has not even 
been given the opportunity to apply his k nowl­ 
edge of semantics to try to promote understand­ 
ing and dissipate aggressions. 


HE HAS BEEN COMPELLED to employ 
sheer force by calling on the police to combat 
and restrain the aggressive black militant stu­ 
dents who have rioted and destroyed college 
property. 
Dr. Hayak awa's plight is just one more ex ­ 
ample of behaviorism which rather clearly indi­ 
cates that man will live in a greatly troubled 
and disturbed world until such time as science 
can remove his aggressions through manipula­ 
tion of his chromosomes, or religionists can 
persuade all of mank ind to truly live by the 
nonviolent, nonaggressive teachings of their 
faiths. 


Daring Flight From the East 


The Ingenuity of man in his efforts to escape 
from tyranny seems limitless. 
Residents of East Germany, in their attempts 
to flee communism, have tried many imagina­ 
tive ways to get through the Iron Curtain. Some 
have been successful and some have not. 
The most recent attempt reported ended suc­ 
cessfully and certainly rates as one of the moot 
ingenious. 
Bernd B o e t t ge r , a 28-year-old musician, 
reached the freedom of the West by being 
towed underwater by a snork el-equipped motor.

Dressed in a forgman’s suit which reached 
him from West Germany, he also wore a belt 
containing 12 pounds of lead which k ept him 
deep in the water until he and his submarine 
got past the searchlights, watch towers and po­ 
lice patrol boats along the East German coast. 
He steered his submarine for a Danish light­ 
ship and made his escape good after a 15*4- 
mile tow at 3 miles per hour. 
The indomitable spirit and daring of some 
men. which they evidence in their desire for 
freedom, clearly demonstrates the value they 
place on being free. 
It is a message addressed to all of us.

Hospital Unionizing Urged

NEW YORK — On this beat, it is the fashion 
of turbulent history to begin unheralded in 
some obscure loft-lik e side street office, and 
then crescendo until it shak es the nation — as 
did a garbage strik e or two. 
There is a new "proletariat.” 
It is black — and mostly unu­ 
nionized. In many a union 
headquarters, techniques are 
now being sk etched to organ­ 
ize "the new work ing class” 
by the millions. 
Over on 43rd Street here, in 
an office of what the late 
Reverend Martin Luther King 
Jr. called "his favorite un­ 
ion,” just such an organizing drive is being laid 
out. 
This newest of drives will be aimed at the 
hundreds of thousands of hospital work ers, first 
in the Northeast, then in the near Midwest, and 
finallv in the South. 
This campaign will shak e many of the cities 
in which are virtually all of the land’s 7,200 hos­ 
pitals. 
This drive will also stir loud cries *rom the 
operators of thousands of nursing homes and in­ 
stitutions in which live the agir.g and infirm. 
The push is aimed at any and all 
of the hospi­ 
tals not now under contract with other unions. 
This leaves quite a field, since only 350 of the 
land's 10,000 to 12,000 hospitals and nursing 
homes have been unionized. 


EVERY UNUNIONIZED hospital will be in­ 
side the target area — which will include the 
voluntary, the religious, the municipal, and fed­ 
eral centers of healing. 
Behind this campaign is a union long accus­ 
tomed to shak ing, rattling, pushing, mass pick ­ 
eting, marching, demonstrating, and shouting 
down "the bosses ” It is the union of 58-year-oid 
Leon Davis, an old CIO militant who foresees a 
revival of the "spirit of the thirties,” when 
John L• Lewis led the final struggle against the 
nation’s giant industries and Walter Reuther 
imported the sit-in from France. 
So strong is the parallel that Mr. Davis, 
whose union is k nown as Local 1199, Drug and 
Hospital Employes Union, has been promissd 
considerable sums of organizing money if he 


Drumming Up Support for Chicago In

joins in with the new Alliance for Labor Action 
(ALA). 
In turn Mr. Davis, always a conditioned re­ 
flex bargainer, has demanded sole jurisdiction 
over the hospitals and nursing homes of Ameri­ 
ca. Quite a tempting field. By the last count, 
there are some 3.600 voluntary hospitals. No 
one has counted the nursing homes, which now 
pop up lik e Beatles records. 
In these hospitals and homes, there are well 
over one million employes — some 85 to 10 per 
cent of whom are black or Puerto Rican. 
Should Mr. Davis’ "Local 1199” ( a phrase 
soon to be as much a household word nationally 
as it is in New York ) succeed, it would be the 
world’s biggest black union, though it has its 
share of Puerto Rican and white members. Its 
membership is now 50,000. 


IT WAS REVEREND KING who rallied to 
this union long before he marched on Memphis. 
His voice still is heard in this union's halls and 
members' homes, for his speech has been pres­ 
erved in a long playing record. 
And now his disciples are being trained for 
the drive. The Reverend Ralph Abernathy has 
sent ten of his Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference field work ers up from Atlanta for 
organizing training. 
The y are to learn how to be 
the advance guard of the new drive — especial­ 
ly in the South. 
Wherever they go, they will carry the voice 
and banner of Reverend King. But the quiet 
drive, which union leaders insist is an un-cam­ 
paign, has not waited upon the newly arrived 
SCLC trainees. There is a brand new National 
Organizing Committee of Hospital and Nursing 
Home Employes Operating out of West 43rd 
Street. Even before its initials could be strung 
together as NOCHNHE, the newest labor acros­ 
tic, the union began spreading beyond its New 
York base, first into New Jersey and then up 
into Connecticut. There it has just won its ninth 
unionization victory at important hospitals. 
All his is not only a drive for cleaners and 
k itchen help, though the public tends to think of 
this union as an organization of manual and 
semi-sk illed work ers. 
Mr. Davis’ NOCHNHE has gone after, and 
will continue to attempt to unionise, all hospital 
employes ex cept doctors and nurses. 
This means technicians and professionals fa 
x -ray and operating rooms, pathology laborato­ 
ries, blood bank s, cardio-pulmonary labs, die­ 
tary departments, research departments (medi­ 
cal and surgical) as well as white collar em­ 
ployes in the administrative offices — cashiers, 
auditors, computer operators. 
This is the new frontier. Mr. Davis, carrying 
Reverend King’s banner, using his words of 
praise and eager disciples, plans to hit it hard. 
There will be mass pick eting, demonstrations, 
united fronts with civil rights units and endless 
confrontations — if what has occurred in New 
York is a sign of things to come. I believe it is. 


Too Late for Some 


Survivors of the 78 miners who perished in 
the Nov. 20 ex plosion in a West Virginia coal 
mine won’t find much comfort in the tough re­ 
form position tak en by John O’Leary, director 
of the U.S. Bureau of Mines. 
But his call for replacement of ex isting laws 
has, at least, fired hope among miners and 
their families that something will be done in b% 
half of mine safety. 
Mr. O’Leary said: "The 1952 acts cannot bs 
amended. They have to be replaced.” 
Any action tak en on the program being urged 
by Mr. O’Leary must not overlook his emphasis 
on providing penalties for violations to Induce 
mine operators to maintain safety standards ail 
the time. 
The ghastly toll of miners k illed over the 
years is evidence that safety too often gets lost 
In the shuffle.

President-elect Nix on Is finding It necessary 
to reorganize the office of the chief ex ecutive. 
Somewhat similar attempts have been made 
by preceding administrations reflecting an evo­ 
lution in the presidency from merely a cabinet 
type of government to the addition of an impor­ 
tant echelon of advisers who deal with special 
topics rather than the administration of depart­ 
ments or agencies. 
The new president will, before long, need tc 
define the responsibilities of his group of spe­ 
cial advisers, setting forth where their duties 
begin and end. so that it will be clear just what 
the functions of the cabinet members are in re­ 
lation to the men who sit at the elbow of the 
president every day. 


PRESIDENTS IN RECENT YEARS have 
found that the White House requires not only an 
information-gathering staff but advisers with a 
thorough k nowledge of specific fields in public 
affairs. 
Mr. Nix on already has at work at least 14 
task forces, composed of individuals from dif­ 
ferent parts of the country who specialize in 
particular subjects. One of the new president'! 
chief assistants has been designated as the ad 
ministrative head of all these various groups * 
that duplication between them can be avoided 
and co-ordination achieved. 
Mr. Nix on has selected as chairman of the 
President’s Council of Economic Advisers. Paul 
W. McCrack en, professor at the University cf 
Michigan’s graduate school of business He is 
also to be the over-all chairman of the task 
forces. 
Lee A. Dubridge, president of the California 
Institute of Technology, will be science adviser 
to the president, dealing not only with th space 
program but with research in all fields of sci- 
ence. Nearly every department of the govern­ 
ment is in some wav related directlv or indirect­ 
ly to what is going on in the scientific world. 
Mr. Nix on has chosen Henry A. Kissinger, the 
head of Harvard's international seminar and its 
defense studies program, as his assistant for 
national security affairs. He, of course, will not 
be issuing orders to the joint chiefs of staff or 
other officials in the Pentagon, but will devote 
himself to long-range planning. 
Basic policy will be made by the president, 
•nd such recommendations as come from Mr. 
Kissinger doubtless will be submitted to the De­ 
fense Department for study and comment. 
A most interesting post has ben given to Her­ 
bert G. Klein, who is to be director of commu­ 
nications for the entire ex ecutive branch of the 
government — a new concept. 
As for relations with Congress, Bryce Harlow, 
who used to be an aide to President Eisenhow­ 
er, will be the presidential assistant on legisla­ 
tive and congressional affairs and presumably 
will maintain contact with the chairmen of 
committees and other leaders in both houses. 
Among the many task forces that have been 
set up to furnish the president with comprehen­ 
sive studies are those which will deal with la- 
bor-management relations, crime and law en­ 
forcement, international economic policy, tax 
legislation, inflation, housing and urban renew­ 
al, public welfare, intergovernmental fiscal re­ 
lations, education and health programs. 
It may well be ask ed whether there will be 
conflicts or collisions between the cabinet offi­ 
cers and the presidential advisers. While dupli­ 
cation may occur to some ex tent, there will be 
a determined effort to separate actual policy­ 
mak ing from advice giving. 
Cabinet meetings were not as frequent under 
Presidents Kennedy and Johnson as they were 
in earlier years. It may be that Mr. Nix on will 
find it desirable to use his cabinet as an over- 
all counseling group, which would enable him to 
mak e decisions more objectively perhaps than 
might be the case if he depended merely on the 
specialists alone. 


MR. NIXON’S EXPERIMENT in an ex pand­ 
ed ex ecutive office is a logical outgrowth of th <3 
enlargement of the federal government. In 1940, 
for ex ample, just before America entered World 
War II, the national budget was about $10 bil­ 
lion, while for the year 1969-70 it is ex pected to 
be nearly 20 times as much, or around $200 biL 
lion. 
This is quite an increase during a period of 28 
years. It is due, of course, primarily to that 
fact that America today has more than 200 mil­ 
lion people and a gross national product of $900 
billion, whereas in 1940 the population was 
around 133 million and the gross national prod­ 
uct was only $100 billion.

Adamu ordered the Red Cross 
workers out, halting food distri­ 
bution to the 8,000 townspeople 
and to an estimated 17,000 per­ 
sons believed hiding in the bush 
south of Asaba. Many of the lat­ 
ter are believed to have slipped 
in from Biafran territory across 
the Niger. 
Adamu told the international 
observers Monday he is willing 
to accept other workers from 
the International Red Cross “ as 
long as they are willing to work 
with us.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Navy has ordered another Mg

launchers from a St. Louis firm 
which is under federal indict­ 
ment for alleged kickbacks on 
previous launcher contracts.
